House Upholds Ban on Partial Birth Abortions 


On few occasions has the U.S 
House of Representatives actually 
taken action on an issue of such pro 
found moral importance as that of 
upholding the ban on partial birth 
abortions. 

Last week, the House success 
fully achieved a two-thirds majority 
vote (285 to 137) to override Presi 
dent Clinton's veto of legislation ban 
ning partial birth abortions, As you 
may recall, President Clinton and 
many other liberals defend partial birth 
abortion procedures 

While some in Congress have 
been characterizing this historic ac 
tion as just another vote against a 
woman's right to choose, such a 
charge is utter nonsense. It's an issue 
of moral decency and basic human 
ity. To illustrate my point, even a 
number of pro-choice Members of 
Congress crossed the line and joined 
with the pro-life majority last Thurs 
day in voting to override President 
Clinton’s veto of the ban on partial 
birth abortions. 

While the two-thirds vote to 
override the veto was close, Tam not 
really surprised that we were success 
ful in blocking such extreme abortion 
procedures, They are so heinous and 
unconscionable that most Americans 
oppose them. Por example, a Gallop 
poll shows that 57 percent of the 
public is for the banning of partial 
birth abortions. Further, a Tarrance 
Group poll indicated 65 percent of 
those identifying themselves as ‘pro 
choice’ also support the ban 

Here’s basically what consti 
tutes a partial birth abortion proce 
dure: Warning, this description is 
graphic. A woman's cervix is fore- 
ibly dilated over several days which, 
incidentally, invites infection, Cn the 
third day, the doctor reaches into the 
womb to pull the child, feet first, out 
of the mother, but leaves the head 
inside. Thus, in a procedure which

risks tearing the uterus, he forces a 
breech birth. Finally, he thrusts his 
scissors through the base of the baby’s 
skull, which not only kills the baby, 


but also risks scissor injury to the 
uterus and laceration of the cervix, 
possibly resulting in massive bleed 
ing and the threat of shock or even 


death of the mother. 

Defenders of partial birth abor 
tions say such procedures are often 
necessary to save the lives of moth- 
ers, But America’s physicians know 
best what is truly involved in partial 
birth abortions, Here's an excerpt of 
a letter T received from a group of 
doctors opposing partial birth abor 
fons 

“As physicians who specialize 
in the care of pregnant women and 
their children, we have all treated 
women confronting the same tragic 
circumstances as the women who have 
publicly shared their experiences to 
justify this abortion procedure, So as 
doctors intimately familiar with such 
cases, let us be very clear: ... There are 
simply no obstetrical situations en- 
countered in this country which re- 
quire a partially-delivered human fe- 
tus to be destroyed to preserve the 
life, health or future fertility of the 
mother.” 

They also point out that the 
nation’s main practitioner of the par- 
tial birth abortion technique has ad- 


mitted that 80 percent of his partial 
birth abortion procedures were 
“purely elective”, thus not medically 
necessary. 

Partial birth abortions cannot 


be defended and will not be allowed 
by this Congress. For the life of me, 
I just cannot understand how Presi- 
dent Clinton could have vetoed our 
previous effort to ban all such abor- 
tions. Tam hopeful that the Senate 
will soon follow our lead and put an 
end to this dangerous and immoral 
procedure once and for all.

All Coffee County FFA and 4-H 
members who will show calves during 
any of the 1996-97 shows had to tattoo 
and weigh-in their calves. This weigh-in 


volved in the activity, Julie Carter said, 
“It's a great experience! Show days are 
hectic but you have a great time seeing 
your friends from across the state.”

Mr, John McCrory, Agri-business in- 
structor, explained that showing a calf is 
a Supervised Agricultural Experience 
Program and that it fulfills some re- 
quirements for Vocational Agri-business.

A typical day for a person who is 
training a show calf begins early in the 
morning.

A show calf also takes a lot of 
grooming. A calf is washed with sham- 
poo, rinsed, and then a conditioner is ap- 
plied. This is great for their hair. The 
calf also has to be trained to follow when 
led, to stand still, and to move as di- 
rected,
